22 (d) (1) Each regular member serves for aterm of 4 yearsand until a
23 successor is appointed and qualifies. These terms are staggered asrequired by the
24 terms of the members serving on the State Board as of July 1, 1989.

25 2 The Governor shal appoint a new member to fill any vacancy on the
26 Board for the remainder of that term and until a successor is appointed and qualifies.

27 (3) A member is digible for reappointment but may not serve for more
28 than two full 4-year terms.

29 4 THE PARENT MEMBER SHALL SERVE FOR A TERM OF 1 YEAR. A
30 PARENT MEMBER IS ELIGIBLE FOR REAPPOINTMENT BUT MAY NOT SERVE MORE
31 THAN TWO FULL 1-YEAR TERMS.
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1 (5) The student member shall servefor aterm of 1 year. A student
2 member is eligible for reappointment but may not serve more than two full 1-year
3 terms.
